IN A CYCLONE. 


Washington City HEngulfed in a 
Storm of Wind and Water. 


All Means of Communication by Tele- 
graph Entirely Cut Off. 


THE FIRST NEWS RECEIVED BY TELE- 
PHONE TO BALTIMORE. 


The Details Are Meager, but Enough to 
Show That an Awful Calamity Has 
Visited the Nation’s Capital City—The 
Malzerott Hall on Fire—Pittsburg and 
Vicinity Drenched—A Wémian Buried 
Under a Fallen Building—The Disaster

It is 
evident that the havoc wrought has been 
great, as even at this distance the wind blew 
at the rate of fifty miles per hour and signs, 
chimneypots and everything movable was 
sent flying. 

Advices from neighboring cities show that 
the hurricane is general in this section, being 
accompanied in many instances by furious 
rain storms amounting almost to cloud- 
bursts. It will be some littie time before 
communication can be re-established with 
Washington, and then it will have to be by 
railroad, as it will be a physical impossibility 
to get the wires into shape to-day. 

Floods have resulted from the heavy rains 
in Maryland and Southeastern Pennsylvania, 
and it is believed that reports of great dam- 
age and perhaps loss of life will be received 
as soon as any means can be had of convey- 
ing intelligence. 

The gale on Chesapeake Bay is one of the 
hardest known for years. The oystersmacks 
have run for shelter when possible, but it is 
not deemed pogsible that all have escaped. 

NO CONNECTION YET. 

News from Washington is expected by rail 
withina short time. Newspaper offices here 
were beseiged by anxious people as soon as 
thenews of the Washington calamity was 
bulletined. The lack of details as to the part 
of the city which has been storm-swept adds 
to the anxiety of the public. 

Every endeavor is being made to renew the 
telephone connection with the capital, but 
up to this hour (8 p. m.) it has proved futile. 
the wind is still moving over this city with 
great velocity.

THE TORY PLATFORM 


English Conservatives Alarmed at the 
Increase of Democracy. 


THEY SEE IN IT A THREAT AT THE 
THRONE ITSELF. . 


Liberal Victories at the Polis Demand a 
Counter Wave of Enthusiasm—Demon- 
stration in Memory of the Manchester 
Martyrs—Dread Influenza—The Czar’s 
Ukase—General Foreign. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—The Conservative party 
is up in arms from one end of the United 
Kingdom to the other, and its leading repre- 
sentatives to the number of about three 
thousand held at Birmingham this morning 
what is justly looked upon asa most im- 
portant meeting in the historyof Toryism 
in England. The recent Liberal victories at 
the polis have inthe popular mind been the 
shadows of a coming event which the Liberal 
declare will sweep the Conservatives from 
power and inaugurate a reign of democracy, 
notto say republicanism, in England which 
may have the most important bearing upon 
the future of the British Empire. With the 
echoes of the great Liberal conventions at 
Newcastle recently, still in their ears, the 
Conservatives have seen that it was abso- 
lutely necessary to make as fine a showing as 
possible at Birmingham to-morrow and 
Wednesday, and so that city is fairly packed 
with enthusiastic Tories. Mayor Lowley 
Parker opened the proceedings by holding a 
reception at the Town Hall, to which over 
1,500 guests were invited and over 2,000 at- 
tended. To-morrow the conference of the 
Union (convention) will be held in Masonic 
Hall under the presidency of Lord Windsor. 
Lord Salisbury will be present and will de- 
liver an address, which islooked forward to 
with considerable anxious interest by both 
parties. 

The platform, as semi-officially outlined in 
advance, is as follows: 

Cessation, under the adoption of the local 
government bill, of special legislation; Par- 
liament’s attention to be concentrated upon 
British affairs; extension of local self-gov- 
ernment by the creation of district councils; 
allotment of small holdings for laborers un- 
der the direction of the district councils; leg- 
islation for the arbitration of strikes; a free 
breakfast table, otherwise the lowest pos- 
sible exaction on tea, coffee, cocoa, ete.; 
the vesting of the power of licensing in the 
country councils with compensation for pub- 
licans who may be deprived of their licenses 
and the introduction of a bill providing for 
pensioning old people upon the insurance 
plan. 

In the platform, in addition tothe p'anks 
already referred to, the old Tory warcry as 
to opposition to church disestablishment, 
the maintenance of denominational schools, 
and preservation of the House of Lords will 
be raised and every effort will be made to 
outbid the Liberals for the workmen’s votes. 
It is understood, however, that the Con- 
servatives have decided upon the rejection 
of local option in the matter of eight hours 
of work perday. On the other hand, the 
conference will be asked to declare in favor 
of increased Liberal representation, and 
the creation ofa labor department under a 
Cabinet minister whose title will be Labor 
Minister. The Government will also be 
asked to decide in favor of increasing the 
number of appointments of workmen as fac- 
tory inspectors and to appoint a number of 
women inspectors of factories. It is also un- 
derstood that the ‘‘one-man-one-vote’’ prin- 
ciple will be denounced and that the ballot 
act should be amended so as to exclude illit- 
erate voters. The tariff will be touched upon 
in the following resolution to be offered by 
Col. ©. E. Howard Vincent, C. B., M. P., a 
member of the council: 

»That the principles advocated by the 
United Empire Trade League favoring the 
extension of commerce upon a preferential 
basis throughout all parts of the British Em- 
pire will be of the highest collective and in- 
dividual advantage; and further, that the 
provisions of any treaties imposing limita- 
tions upon the full development of trade be- 
tween the United Kingdom and other parts of 
the British Empire should be abrogated.’’ 

Mr. W. Sargeant from North Islington will 
also offer the following: 

That this conference expresses the 
earnest expectation that Her Majesty’s Guv- 


ernment will see their way clear before the 


next election campaign to make some de- 
cisive declaration of their intention to en- 
dea vor to promote mutually favoring cus- 
toms arrangements between the colonies and 
the home country. 

The above points about cover the Conserva.- 
tive platform and show the weapons with 
which they will try to fight off the Liberals, 
who are 80 confident of victory at the next 
election that the ultimate results seems to 
them an assured fact. This is why they are 
so anxious to bring the issues to the polls 


and why the Conservatives are not atall 


anxious to gratify their enemies.

EMIGRATION, 


INTERNATIONAL ‘CONFERENCE OPENS ITS SES- 
SIONS IN PARIS ON WEDNESDAY. 

PARIS, Nov. 2.—The International Con- 
ference on Emigration will open its session 
on Wednesday next. It is understood that 
the British Government will send a delegate 
who is charged simply to watch the proceed- 
ings of the conference. Maj. Frederick 
Brackett, special foreigh agent of the United 
States, will attend the conference under or- 
ders from the Treasury Department at 
Washington. Jules Simon will preside and 
the conference will last four days. The del- 
egates will go to Havre to inspect the ves- 
sels engaged in carrying emigrants and the 
general arrangements for the accommoda- 
tion of emigrants. Secretary Foster’s in- 
structions to Maj. Brackett, in defining the 
position of the American Government, 
state that the conference is composed of del- 
egates from European countries, where the 
chief problem is emigration, whereas, in the 
United States the problem is exclusively im- 
migration. 

The Secretary afids thatthe Government 
and people of the United States are not averse 
to the immigration of meritorious, self-sus 
taining persons, but that public opinion and 
the laws of the country are crystallizing den- 
nitely in opposition to further immigration 
of persons belon to helpless, defective 
and criminal clase He suggests that some 
method of effectivé inspection of emigrants is 
desirable, and that any proper meas- 
ure for preventing the immigration of these 
classes will receive the hearty co-operation of 
the United States. 


QUEBEO’S CRISIS. 
LIEUT.-GOV. AUGER WILL DISMISS HIS CABINET 
AND CONVENE THE LEGISLATURE. 

QUEBEC, Nov. 23.—Thursday next may see 
the culmination of the crisis in the politics of 
this province. The Judges composing the 
Royal Commission will complete their report 
on the Baie des Chaleurs boodle affair of 
Tuesday night, and it will be presented to 
the Lieutenant Governor on Wednesday or 
Thursday. He will dismiss his Cabinet and 


call the Legislature to meet some time next 


month, the law requiring that it shall meet 
before Dec. 29. Unless the House is prepared 
to support the new government the Gov- 
ernor will prorogue it at once, and the gen- 
eral elections will be held in February, but in 
the meantime another Royal Commission will 
be appointed to investigate Mercier’s con- 
duct since he attained to powor in 1887. 

It is expected that enough evidence will be 
collected thereby to send mber of politi- 
cians to the penitentiary. .— 

Premier Mercier has sworn out criminal in- 
formations for libel against Contractor John 
P. Whelan, who made serious charges against 
the Premier and several members of his Gov- 
ernment, and also against the papers which 
published Whelan’s charges. It is said that 
the Ministers and others affected by these 
charges will also bring civil suits against the 
alleged libelers. It was at first proposed to 
prosecute on the ground of geditious libel, but 
this idea appears to have been abandoned. 

An employe of the Treasury Department 
named C. Burroughs has disappeared. He 
had received from the Provincial Govern- 
ment a check for $172 for work done, and be- 
ing short of money he raised it to $1,472. He 
is said to have received a hint from a friend 
in a high place that his forgery had been dis- 
covered, and hence his hurried flight. Itis 
not likely that he will be extradited, as he 
belongs to one of the best families. He is a 
married man and has two children. 


GENERAL FOREIGN, 


DEMONSTRATION IN MEMORY OF THE MANCHES- 
TER MARTYRS—NOTES. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 23.—An immense demonstra- 
tion was held in Limerick in commemoration 
of the death of the Manchester martyrs. 
Michael Davitt, John Redmond, Edward Har- 
rington and others met onacommon plat- 
form. The speakers demanded the release of 
the Irishmen imprisoned in England. The 
meeting passed off quietly. Letters, apolo- 
gizing for their absence, were received from 
John Dillon and Wm. O’Brien, who were in 
Mitchellstown, where they addressed 6,000 
persons at a federation meeting. 

THE UKASE. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 23.—A dispatch from 
Odessa says that twenty-four vessels which 
were partially loaded with cereals when the 
order prohibiting the export of grain went 
into effect on Saturday last will be allowed to 
complete their cargoes. 

DREAD INFLUENZA. 

PARIS, Nov. 23.—Influenza is spreading in 
France and Germany. The epidemic has 
closed several schools in the department of 
Gers, France, and one school in the Pere 
La Chaise quarter of Paris. The epidemic 
has extended all over Berlin, where the 
painter Spangenberg with many others has 
succumbed to the disease. It is also very 
prevalent in Posen and West Prussia. The 
death rate in Hamburg is 280 above the 
normal weekly average, the increase being 
chiefly due to influenza. é 

A TORY ELECTED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—The Rt. Hon. William 
L. Jackson, the newly appointed Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, was re-elected to-day as 
Member of Parliament from North Leeds 
without opposition. Mr. Jackson’s appoint- 
ment asthe Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour’s suc- 
cessor necessitates his re-election tothe seat 
he represents.

REVOLT IN RIO 


The 


Brazilian Capital in Arms 
Against the Dictator. 


Commodore da Gama Said to Be Leading 
the Movement. 


THE JUNTA’S ARMY EQUIPPING FOR 
THE FIELD. 


Address of Gen. Asseiro to His Soldiers— 
Fonseca Dispatches a Force Against 
the Capital of Santa Catharina 
Planning to Make Desterro a Base for 
Future Military Operations—American 
War Ships. 


Loxpox, Nov. 23.—A cablegram from Rio de 
Janeiro, just received by the London Times, 
states that a revolt against Dictator Fonseca 
broke out in that city this morning. 

For some days the tenor of dispatches from 
various persons in the Brazilian capital has 
led to the belief that the revolutionary 
spirit of the people in the Southern provinces 
would show itself in Rio soon. 

It had been predicted that the moment 
Fonseca left the city,with his army, as it was 
expected he would do, inthe march on Rio 
Grande do Sul, the opposition to his rule 
would manifest itself and proceed to take 
possession of the Government in the name of 
Congress. 

It is supposed that Commodore da Gama, 
who was chosen President of the Republic by 
Congress after Fonseca issued his edict of 
dissolution, is at the head of the revolt. If 
Da Gama heads the revolt, the greater part 
of the navy will desert the Dictator. 

A later cablegram says: The insurreccion 
seems to have been well planned and 
to have many adherents. The streets 
are filled with mobs and the military 
are deserting the Government. All is tumult 
and confusion. Foreign residents are en- 
deavoring to leave the city. Full particulars 
are not yet obtainable. 


FONSECA RESIGNS. 


THE DICTATOR STEPS DOWN AND OUT TO MAKE 
WAY FOR PEIXOTTE. 

BUENOS AYRES, Nov. 2.—A dispatch 
just received from Rio Janeiro says 
that Da Fonseca has resigned in favor of 
Floriano Peixotte. Fonseca is said to bein a 
pitiable plight brought about by nervous 
prostration.

The effect of Gen. Ossirio’s address to his 
soldiers upon taking command of the army 
has produced a marked impression, He told 
his men that that he would lead them to the 
attack upon Rio de Janeiro; that the 
Dictator’s policy was to bring about 
the restoration of the Empire and 
restore class distinction, abolish the right of 
suffrage and again saddle the nation with 
useless royalty. 

The latest advices by wire from Rio show 
that Fonseca is not idle, despite the formida- 
ble opposition which his assumption of power 
has developed. Just now the objective point 
of the military movement for the subjection 
of Rio Grande do Sul seems to be Desterro,the 
capital of Santa Catharina, the little State 
which lies just north of the seat of revolt. 
Fonseca has dispatched a forceto Barbosa, 
to the south of Desterro. It is not known 
that this detachment bas effected a landing. 
But the purpose evidently is to move from 
that port to the capital of Santa Catherina. 
Using this city as a base of operations the 
Dictator will prepare to move upon the 
rebellious State to the south. 

It is claimed that the allegiance of the navy 
to Fonseca is becoming more and more 
doubtfal, and that the dictator himself is 
alarmed by the evidence of lukewarmmess on 


the part of his naval commanders.. He dare 
not remove any of them for fear of are as 4 
a general mutiny, and, on the other Rand, 


the Rio Grande Junta is known to have re- 
ceived secret assurances of naval suppor 
and sympathy, which is one reason that ac- 
counts for the boldness of its attitude.

AMERICAN MEN-OF-WAR. 


DIVISION OF THE PACIFIC SQUADRON CONTEM- 
PLATED BY SECRETARY TRACY. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy is now seriously contemplat- 
ing a division of the Pacific station into two 
squadrons. Admiral Brown will be kept in 
the North Pacific, but it is not known who 
will be sent to the command of the South 
Pacific. Had not the Chilian affair takena 
more favorable turn there is no doubt but 
that Rear-Admiral Gherardi would have been 
sent to these waters. It is expected now 
that he will continue in command of the 
North Atlantic station and will devote much 
of his time this winter to looking after the 


acquisition of one or two desirable sites for 
coaling stations in the West Indies. 

In case of further trouble in Chili the com- 
mander of the South Atlantic station could 
be sent around the Horn with the vessels of 
his command to join the Baltimore, the Bos- 
tonand the Yorktown. Rear-Admiral Ben- 
ham was booked for this station, but he will 
will probably be given the South Pacific in- 
stead, though his orders may not be issued 
for some time yet. It is expected that Rear- 
Admiral Walker will be sent tothe South At- 
lantic. Thedepartmert seems most anxious 
to get him off to the South Atlantic station 
with the Chicago, the Bennington and the At- 
lantic, in order that we may be — 12 to 
look after American interests in both Brazil 
and Chili in case of an emergency. The 
United States —— ship Portsmouth from 
New York has arrived at Fort Monroe, Va., 
and the United states steamship Bennington 
has sailed thence for Yorktown. 


THE GRAIN BLOCKADE. 


Has a Disastrous Effect on Many 
Northern Industries. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—A special from Minne- 
apolis, Minn., says: One curious effect of 
the big wheat blockade has been the almost 
complete paralysis of all traffic from Duluth 
and Supertor tothe Twin Cities. It has al- 
ready causeda great fall in soft coal, and 
dealers have been flying around at a lively 
rate in vain attempting to make connec- 
tions. The mills are the greatest sufferers, 
because they have almost no water, and 
now their coal supply has run so short that it 
is feared that several of them will have to shut 


down for ten days or two weeks. There is of 
course plenty of coal at the head of Lake Su- 
— but there is no way of getting it here. 

undreds of cars of coal are side -tracked 
walting forthe switch engines to get the 
wheat out ofthe way. Both the St. Paul and 
Duluth & Minnesota Eastern are working all 
the men they can get to prevent wheat trains 
from blockading. One Minneapolis firm is 
1,500 cars behind on its orders. It is also 
learned that there is no chance for help from 
the East as Chicago is taking all the Illinois 
Central and the strikers in Indiana cut off 
supply from that locality. Soft coal will rise 
from 25 to 50 cents a ton this week, and small 
consumers will probably be forced to shut up 
shop at that.

JOURNALISTIC AMENITIES. 


Two Fire-Eating Florida Editors Shed 
Lots of Ink. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 23.—Saturday’s 
Evening Telegram, H. V. Sevier, editor, had 
a ferocious attack upon Benjamin Harrison, 
editor of the daily Standard. On Monday last 
a duel was to have come off, but Rev. Fatber 
Kenney, hearing of it, had the principals 
arrested and put under peace bonds of $1,000 
each. This was thought to be the end of the 
quarrel, as neither paper had anything fur- 
ther to say about the cause of it, but yester- 
day the Standard copied one of the specials 
sent out Monday night, in which he was 
made to say that if he was not killed or 
wounded or the duel did not come of 


he would shoot Sevier on Bay street with a 
shotgun. Two other articles were printed, 
both on the same subject, and to which 
Sevier could not take offence. In this after- 
noon’s paper Sevier retorted with a bitter 
article beginning: A creature who ts almost 
beneath the contempt of an honorable man, 
a fellow who was born a conspirator, a liar, 
a coward, a scoundrel of the basest dye. 
whose record wherever he has lived has been 
that of one promoting discord and division; a 
squirming wretch, who thrives on all that is 
base and fattensin spirit on the contempt 
that saves him from summary punishment 
for his misdeeds and baseness—this fellow was 
grossly insulted in return for one of his 
cowardly inuendoes and it is supposed that 
he had manhood enough about him to invite 
the other party to fight a duel. 

It goes on in this strain, practically accuses 
Harrison of sending a challenge and then re- 
vealing the place of meeting to Kenney so it 
could be stopped. It is a stinger and the talk 
of the entire town. Friends of the parties are 
anxious to patch up peace, but don’t see how 
they can as the principals are ho 
headed and mean business. If they meet in 
the present state of mind, peace bonds or no 
peace bonds, there will be trouble.

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Nov. 23.—A fatal fire, in 
which four persons lost their lives, occurred 
here early this morning. At about 1 o’clock 
flames Were discovered in the kitchen of the 
Old Homestead,a hotel at Third and Pine 
streets. The building was entirely destroyed. 
Nothing but the walls remain standing. It 
was not known for an hour that not all of 
the occupants had escaped. A fireman in 
making his way into the building stumbled 
over the charred body of Maggie Wilson, a 
waiter girl, aged 20, whose relatives reside in 
Derrick City, Pa. It is said her escape 
was cut off bya bolted door. The bodies of 
the other three victims were found in one 
room, where they slept. None of them were 
burned, but they had been suffocated. They 
were Mrs, Buchanan, the pastry cook, who 
came from the Riddell House in Bradford to 
this city; her little boy, who came to visit 
his mother yesterday and remained over 
night, and Mrs. Marsh, a dishwasher. Mrs. 
Buchanan and her boy were locked in each 
other’s arms near the door of the room. Mrs. 
Mrs. Marsh wasin bed. The loss on the 
dullding is about $8,000. The hotel was con- 
ducted by Snowden & Tompkins. Their loss 
on contents is about $6,000; insured for $3,000.

A Large Audience Listens to the Liberal 
Professor of Theology—Dr. McGlynn 
Refuses to Recant His Utterances and 
states His Reasons—Change of Pas- 
torates—Religious News.

The subject of 
his discourse on Feb. 14 will de Tue Bible 
and the Higher Criticism.’’ 

The Church of the Covenantis one of the

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A SENSATION FOR GABOON. 

According to repart Prof. R. L. GARNER 
of the Smithsonian Institute, whose article 
describing his researches and discoveries 
with reference to the language of our dis- 
tant relatives, the monkeys, was a most 
interesting feature of yesterday’s SUNDAY 
Post-DISsPATOH ,is about to give his friends 
the gorillas of Gaboon, Africa, a rare 
treat. 

Prof. GARNER proposes to have himself 
transported to the Gaboon country in an 
iron cage, with sufficient supplies for a 
prolonged stay, and a phonograph for re- 
cording such choice bits of gorilla conver- 
sation as may fall within range of the in- 
strument. We do not hesitate to say that 
his kindness in thus placing himself on 
voluntary exhibition free of cost will be 
fully appreciated by the gorillas. It will 
probably be regarded by them as an 
act of generous self-sacrifice unpar- 
alleled in the history of the animal 
kingdom. The monkeys themselves, so far 
from displaying generosity in this respect, 
have strenuously objected to caged captiv- 
ity for exhibition purposes, but following 
the well-known disposition of their species 
they may ape this fine example and estab- 
lish a pleasant reciprocity with their 
human cousins. 

Of course it is possible that some gorilla 
Barnum, seizing the opportunity for a 
profitable speculation, may deprive his 
fellow-citizens of Gaboon of the full 
benefit of Prof. GARNER’s plan by build- 
ing a high fence with thorns on top around 
him and charging admission. But even 
in that case the prices would doubtless be 
popular, and the poorest gorilla could 
scrape together enough cocoanuts to obtain 
tickets of admission for himself and 
family. 

It may safely be predicted that this 
strange animal from America will create a 
sensation in Gaboon, and that his 
grotesque appearance and peculiar ways 
will afford endless entertainment to Mr. 
and Mrs. Gorilla, the little Gorillas, the 
young Gorilla bloods and their best girls, 
Man-seeing parties will be the rage in 
Gaboon society. When Prof. Garner be- 
comes more familiar with the gorilla lan- 
guage he will be amused, if not pleased, by 
theircomments. There will undoubtedly 
be interesting discussions concerning his 
origin, country, habits and. mode of life. 
Some gorilla, with strong scientific in- 
stincts, may make a study of him and 
worrying the professor with persistent ex- 
periments may discover to the amazement 
of his fellow-Gabooners that he is actually 
capable of intelligible speech. It is proba- 
ble that attempts will be made to get at 
the professor for closer inspection and per- 
haps dissection, but the public-spirited 
gorillas may conclude to make him the nu- 
cleus of a Zoo“ for their Forest Park. 

Prof. GARNER has our best wishes that 
he may get onsuch friendly terms with 
the Gaboon folks that he can hold open re- 
ceptions, but if he should fail to make a 
hit with his public we sincerely hope that 
his iron bars will prove unbreakable, for, 
though the gorilla may talk some, he is 
handier with his arms than with his 
tongue.

THE ASSISTANT CITY COUNSELOR IN A 
VERY PECULIAR POSITION. 


He Defends His Action by Saying He Has 
Already Got His Fee—Mayor Noonan 
Refuses to Reply to President Marcus 
Bernheimer’s Invitation—The Mullan- 
phy Investigation Begins. 


The peculiar way in which Assistant City 
Counselor William P. Macklin looks at things 
is pretty well shown by his course in a suit 
which concerns the Board of Public Improve 
ments. The suit involves the claim af Con- 
tractor William Hartley against the city, and 
the Assistant City Counselor, in spite of the 
law which directs him to give his whole 
time to the work of the city, is the at- 
torney of the contractor, and intends 
to prosecute the suit for him. The contractor 
about two years ago builta chimney at the 
House of Refuge, and whenhe presented 
his bill, which was $591, Supt. John D. 
Schaffer refused to approve it. The con- 
tractor appealed to Col. Heny Flad, then 
President ofthe Board of Public Improve- 
ments, and the matter was sub- 
mitted to arbitration. While this 
was going on Col. Flad resigned 
and President Burnet came in. He declined 
toapprovethe bill of the contractor, and 
| getting impatient the mechanic went to Mr. 
Macklin, who had not then been appointed, 
and got him to sue the city for the amount of 
his bill, When Mr. Macklin was made As- 
sistant City Counselor it was supposed, of 
course, that he would give the suit 
to some one else, but to the surprise of 
the officials at the City Hall who are inter- 
ested in this case he has announced his inten- 
tion of uting it as he would if he were 
not in the pay of the city as its counsel, He 
has come to this determination without con- 
sulting City Counselor W. C. Marshall about 
the matter, and the opinion is very generally 
expressed that the City Counselor will de- 
mand of his assistant that he get out of 
the case when the criticism of the officer’s 
attitude gets to his ears. Mr. Macklin’s posi- 
tion in the matter is so remarkable that those 
who haven't talked with him do not believe 
that he will stay in the case. He was in the 
Building Commissioner’s office to day get- 
ting evidence about the work that had been 
done, and Deputy James Harrison showed 
him papers and books. 

**I sup of course, that he was going 
to represent the city in the case,’’ said the 
deputy, and I gave him all the evidence he 
wanted. 

The Assistant City Counselor was asked if 
he did not think his position invited criti- 
cism. ‘‘I can’t help that, said he. I've 
turned over all my other business to other 
lawyers, but I’m keeping this case because 
I’ve already got my fee for it.’’ 


Street Railways on Boulevards. 


Uptothis time none of the bids for the 
boulevards have had clauses in them exclud- 
Ing street railways. The members of the 
Board of Public Improvements know that as 
soon as this question is brought up there will 


be a collision between President George Bur- 
net and Street Commissioner M. J. Murphy, 
and they are anxious to prevent the friction 
that would retard 0 88 
of the bids after these two 
officials place themselves in op ition 
on the subject. In consequence of this fear 
the Forest Park boulevard has been left open 
to occupation - street railways and so 
Pine street. When Delmar avenue is taken 
up the question must be decided. 

Delmar has already a track on it for some 
distance, and Commissioner Murphy and 
Ernest Bell, who io pong we the property 
owners, have provided in their plans for an 
extension of the tracks. The com missioner 
thinks that every boulevard should have a 
double street railway track in the center, 
with a roadway on each side, but so sepa- 
rated by cubring from the tracks that vehicles 
cannot drive in on the rails. The plans for 
the improvements of West Delmar avenue 
have been prepared with this idea in view, 
and Mr. Bell has got all the property owners 
along there thoroughly committed to the 
scheme. 

President Burnet, onthe other hand, be- 
lieves that a street railway ona boulevard 
would ruin it. Even when the tracks and 
the roadway are divided oy ourging. he says, 

ssengers on the cars would decidedly ob- 

ect to dodging across the boulevard between 
the vehicles to get tothe sidewalk, and the 
trains would be likely to frighten horses. 
He has not insisted on putting a 
clause prohibiting the use of the 
boulevards to street railways into the bills 
that have been already passed, because be 
believes that after a boulevard Is once made 
it will be impossible fora company to get the 
* 7 to make a track on it, but as soon as a 
bill is brought before the board that contem- 
plates giving @ right of way to a rallway he 
will begin his fight.

Suicide of Prof. Andrew McFarland at 
Jacksonville, III. 
REVIVAL OF ASTORY OF PERSECUTION 

IN AN ASYLUM : 


Various Conjectures as to the Cause of the 
Rash Act—Sensational Charges by Mrs. 


Packard, Alleging Inhuman Treatment 
of Patients—Close of a Turbulent 
Career. 


JACKSONVILLE, III., Nov. 23.—Last night Dr. 
Andrew McFarland committed suicide at 
Oakland Retreat, near this city. For some 
time he has been suffering from an attack of 
infammation of the brain, which rendered 
him unable to perform the duties of his posi- 
tion, and his place has been ably filled by his 
son, Dr. George 0. McFarland, and the 
daughter of the latter, Dr. Amretti McFar- 
land. Yesterday the old gentleman ap- 
peared better than for weeks and 
his attendant was not required. He ate sup- 
per with the family all right and then left to 
meke a call on an inmate of the institution. 
He didn’t come back and his son and the at- 
tendant went to look for him and found him 
hanging ina vacant room. He had taken a 
sheet, tied it about his neck, 
fastened the other end to a 
transom door and then kicked 
the chair from under him, The family was 
greatly prostrated by the sad occurrence. 
The doctor was a man of national reputation. 
He was a graduate of Dartmouth College, 
New Hampshire, and of Jefferson Medical 
College, Philadelphia, and was later placed 
at the head of the New Hampshire Insane 
Hospital. Resigning his position there he 
went abroad to further study 
and investigate mental diseases and 
in 1854 he was appointed Superintendent of 
the Illinois Insane Hospital at this place, then 
the only one in the State. The great trial 
brought about by his crazy admirer is well 
known and he never fully recovered from the 
strain caused by that event. He resigned his 
position in 1870 and since that time has been 
managing a private institution of his own 
called Oaklawn Retreat. He was a man of 
great ability, and was one of the witnesses 


summoned to testify in the Guiteau case. 
Oaklawn Retreat will continue without inter- 


ruption.

The friends hurried to Jacksonville, ob- 
tainedan audience with Mrs. Packard and 
secured the letter. As they were leaving the 
institution. however, the Superintendent, 
Dr. McFarlan, stopped them. 

Written 
communication?“ asked he.

Under the law, said the doctor, I must 
examine all letters written by mates.“ 

He carefully read the contents of the note, 
which reviewed in detail the story of the kid- 
naping and the cause of the imprisonment, 
and shook his head. The letter could not 
leave the asylum. Fully convinced pow of 
the enormity of the conspiracy against her, 
Mrs. Packard resolved to demonstrate to the 
authorities of the institution the fact that 
she was sane by her rational behavior. For 
four months she acted and talked as any sane 
person might, and wasintrusted with many 
Offices, doing the duties of a matron in the 
various wards. At the expiration of that 
time she was called into Dr. McFarlan’s 
presence. 

Mrs. Packard, said he, I believe that 
you have fully recovered your reason. I be- 
lieve that these strange religious notions you 
had when you entered here have disappeared, 
and that you can now safely return to your 
family and the care of your children. 

e poor woman was overjoyed at the 
thought of freedom, but again her honesty of 
urpose operated to her disadvantage. In 
er capacity of matron she had seen many 
abuses in the asylum. She had seen inmates 
struck cruel blows and shamefully abused by 
attendants, and she resolved as soon as she 
became free to make known the evils to the 
world.

of those institutions of civil and religious liberties.’’

Grasp of the Dictator. 


a SUDDEN REVOLT TERMINATES TH 
POWER OF FONSECA. 


Vice-President Peixoto Placed at the He 
of the Government—Congress Call 
Upon to Reassemble and Re-Establis 
the Authority of the Constitution—Ho 
It Was Done. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 4. — The Dictator’ 
power is broken. Manoel Deodoro da Fonse 
has resigned. Floriano Peixoto is Presiden 
of the Unitea States of Brazil. 

The slumbering fires of revolt broke inte 
fierce flame at the capital yesterday mornin 
The people whose sympathies have from th 


nation’s liberty, threw off all guise of adhe 
ence to the Dictator’s government and open 
declared that he must abandon his assump 
tion of power. 

The plans of the leaders of the Congres 
sionalists had been well laid. Their store 
of arms and ammunition had been large 
increased. 


THE FIRST MOVE. 

The first move was made upon the nave 
arsenal, and after a weak and onl 
half-hearted effort on the part 
those stationed at the place t 
repulse the attempt of the invade 
to effect an entrance to the building, 1 
guardians soon capitulated to the enemy an 
the latter took possession of the arsenal ant 
all the munitions of war which it containec 

Only a few shots were exchanged and the 
poor resistance made by the defenders of th 
arsenal is shown by the fact that none of th 
Insurgents’ force were killed or sertousl 
wounded. <A laborer in the arsenal w 
struck by one of the shots fired by th 
attacking party. He is the only one of tt 
contest ants known to have lost his life in th 
assault. One of the cannon balls from the 
arsenal was badly directed and struck th 
Candelaria Church, causing considerabl 
damage to the building. 

With the boom of the first cannon sho 
panic seized the people of the city who we 
not concerned in the revolt. The stree 
were filled with multitudes, half-crazed wi 
fright, crowding, screaming, rushing wit 
frantic haste in search of places of safet 
Bedlam seemed to have broken loose. M 
chants and shop-keepers, fearful that the 
places would be looted by the insurgent 
quickly closed their establishments and 
curely bolted and barred both doors 
windows. 

The panic was, however, of short duratic 
for as the arsenal yielded quickly, the sov 
of firing guns ceased andthe fighting por 
lace regained their calmness. Little dam 
was done by the balls from cannon an 
muskets to buildings. 

THE DICTATOR FALLS. 

Possession of the naval arsenal virtua 
gave the insurgents the key of the city. ' 
officers of the various military commands 
Rio had been sounded onthe movement pri 
to the open revolt, and when the onset e 
they made but a feeble show of resistanc 
Thus in a few hours time the capital pe 
out of control of Fonseca. The state of sie 
was at once raised, the disorder inthe cit 
dispelled and the people joined inthe ger 
eral rejoicing at the change. 

Fonseca met the emergency promptly k 
issuing a proclamation resigning the p 
dency in favor of Floriano Peixoto, the Vie 
President of the provisional governmen 
Fonseca’s Cabinet also announced their 
ignations from office. 

The next step will no doubt de the 
sembling of the Representatives in the 
gress dissolved by Fonseca when he pr 
claimed himself Dictator, and a new pre 
Visional government called into existence. 

Thus great events have folly 
each other with haste in Bras 
Two years ago Emperor Dom Pedro was d 
throned anda Republic established. On t 
zd of the present month President Fonse¢ 
dissolved Congress by military force and pre 
claimed himself Dictator. Yesterday 
Dictator was compelled to yield to the! 
publican sentiment of the people and resig 
his self-assumed power. 

The new President, Senor Floriano Peixc 
is taking steps to form anew cabinet and 
call will at once be issued calling upon t 
members of the dissolved Congress to as 
ble at the capital.
